Canada Cannot Take A Detached 
View Of World Affairs 

Canada does not hold a “reserved 
seat” from which she can take an 
academic and detached view 
world affairs, John W. Dafoe, presi- 
dent and editor-in-chief of the Win- 
nipeg Free Press, warned in an ad- 
dress before the Empire Club of Can- 
ada at Toronto recently. 

Decrying the idea that “differences 
and problems” across the sea meant 
little to the Dominion, the western 
editor asserted this country, with 
the rest of the nations, was “in the 
vortex and would suffer with the 
world if the wrong road was taken.” 

He spoke on “Roads to the Fu- 
ture”, charting the course he said 
must be followed if the future were 
to be safeguarded. The three essen- 
tials for the building of a safe road, 
he said, were collective peace, collec- 
tive machinery for the adjustment of 
frictions and inqualities in peace- 
time and a reliance upon the me- 
chanics of democratic government.. 

The first step was to stop war, “if 
this be possible.” A world for hu- 
mans to live in could not be built 
while war was a recurrent possibil- 
ity. Until peace was attained, 
“dealers in human ‘futures’ might as 
well take a holiday.”
